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1. (original) An organizer comprising: 

a framework having a base and a back wall extending perpendicularly from the base; 

a pair of statically arranged doors pivotally coupled to the base wherein each door 
has a first wall and a second wall perpendicular to the first wall, wherein the doors can be 
pivoted from a first closed position to a second open position wherein in the closed posmon, the 
first walls are substantially parallel with Ihe buck wall and each second wall extends between the 
back wall and a respective first wall so that the organizer has u box shape and wherein in the 
second open position, the second walls arc substantially parallel with the back wall; and 

apole extending from an interior side of a first wall of at least one of the doors. 

2. (original) The organi'/er according to claim 1 further comprising a plurality of poles 
extending from an interior side of a lirst wall of at least one olthe doors. 

3. (original) The organizer accordmg to claim 2 wherein each of the plurality of poles is 
located at a select height along an interior side of the first wall. 

4. (original) The organizer according to claim 1 further comprising a necklace bar comprising 
a plurality of hooks affixed to the back wall of the organizer. 

5. (original) The organizer according lo claim 1 further comprising a storage compartment 
located underneath the pair of doors.

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8 (original) The organizer according to claim \ wherein the other door has a floor extending 
between the first and second walls and further comprising a groove formed in the floor and a 
separate first stand having a base winch is dimensioned to be slidably received in the groove 
formed in the floor, the stand has a pair of vertical supports extending upwardly from its base 
and a cross piece extending between ihe pair off vertical supports. 

9. (original) The orgamzer according to claim 5 wherein the storage compartment includes 
dividers to partition the compartment. 

10. (original) The organizer according to claim 9 wherein the dividers are removable. 

11. (original) The organizer accordmg to claim 9 wherein the dividers are adjustable to 
customize the interior of the storage compartment.

a housing having a compartment defined by a base, a back wall extending 
perpendicularly from the hase and side, walls extending perpendicularly from the base and back 
wall and at least one door coupled to the base wherein when . he door is closed it extends 

between the side walls; 

a groove formed on an interior surface of the base of the housing; and 

a groove formed in the back wall of die housing. 

28. (original) The organizer according to claim 27 further comprising a separate first stand 
having abase which is dimensioned to be slidably received in the groove formed in the base of 
the housing, the stand having a T shaped co.tnguration on » hich necklaces and braceleis may be 
hung. 

29. (original) The organizer according to claim 27 further comprising an accessory plate 
dimensioned to be slidably received in the groove formed in ihe backwall of the housing, the 
accessory plate having at least one pole extending perpendicularly from the plate.

groove, the stand having a T configuration on which necklaces an bracelets may be hung.
